Aid  to  Speech  Therapy  is  a  small  but  justifiably  proud  group  of  women  dedicated  to 
helping  support  the  Robbins  Speech  and  Hearing  Clinic  of  Emerson  College. 

When  the  clinic  opened  in  1953  thirteen  children  were  being  treated.  Today  the  clinic 
is  diagnosing  and  treating  well  over  200  speech  and  hearing  handicapped  children  and 
adults  each  week.  In  addition  to  this  number,  they  are  seeing  about  100  children  in  the 
public  schools  where  Emerson  students  in  Speech  Therapy  go  for  a  part  of  their  practice 
teaching.  These  clinic  clients  pay  only  if  they  can  afford  to  do  so. 

Another  dream  of  the  clinic  will  have  been  realized  when  the  Pre-school  Nursery  for 
Deaf  Children  is  added  this  fall.  The  members  of  Aid  to  Speech  Therapy  are  pleased  to 
have  had  a  small  part  in  seeing  this  dream  realized  by  presenting  a  check  for  $2,000.00,  to 
purchase  equipment  for  the  Nursery.  We  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  give  another  generous 
donation  towards  furthering  this  project. 

Although  our  primary  function  is  buying  equipment  for  the  clinic,  we  felt  we  would 
like  to  be  committed  to  a  scholarship  for  a  worthy  student,  who  would  not  otherwise  be 
able  to  become  a  Speech  Therapist.  For  this  reason,  in  the  Spring  of  1964  we  established 
the  Joy  E.  McKinley  Scholarship  Fund  of  $500.00,  to  be  awarded  annually.
